The opposition to Cuban reciprocity in the 
house today was led by Congressman Ford- 
ney, republican of Michigan, who became 


so violent in his denunciation of the treaty 


Leonard Wood, and of other 
men who have worked for the Cuban reci- 
procity, that his remarks are considered 
libelous by most newspapers. 

Congressman Fordney accused Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood of “ reaching his long fingers into 
the Cuban treasury”’’ and taking “ from 
those poor, starving Cubans " $20,000 which 
he paid to Francis Thurber of New York to 
be used in influencing legislation in con- 
gress. 

The Michigan congressman followed Gros- 
venor of Ohio, who, while urging Cuban 
reciprocity, took occasion to predict the 
election of a republican president and co 
gress in 1004, giving. the names of the states 
which he declared would surely be repub- 
lican. He declared that the democratic 
nominee in 1904 would have to carry New 
York City by double the vote given McClel- 
lan for mayor in order to carry the state. 
He claimed a total of 268 electoral votes for 
the republican candidate, with sixty-two ad- 
ditional votes in the doubtful column, He 
did not include the state of New York in

Denver Woman Found Dying 
from Drug in Del Prado Hotel. 


QUEER FEATURES IN CASE | 


Police Unable to Learn How Chloro- 
form Was Administered. 


Mrs. Lulu W. Brennan, 27 years old, died 
yesterday afternoon in the Chicago hospital 
a few hours after she was found unconscious 
in the Del Prado hotel from the effect of 
chloroform. The police are endeavoring to 
find out how the drug was applied and to 
solve mysterious features in the case. The 
woman's husband is Robert Brennan, an in- 
surance man in Denver. 

Mrs. Brennan came to Chicago six weeks 
ago, and was taking treatment from Dr. 
James Nevins Hyde, 100 State street, fora 
skin trouble.

Suspect in Odd Case. , 


MAN SAYS HE WAS ROBBED. 


Guest at 32 Wells Street Made. Un- 
| conscious by Gas. 


_ Detectives from the Chicago avenue police 
station last evening arrested James Ozello, 
proprietor of the Northwestern hotel, at 32 
Welle street. He will be held during the in- 
vestigation of charges of larceny made by 
F. A. Stevens, a farmer from Westfield, 
Mass. It is possible the matter of attempted 
murder may also figure in the case, 

The case recalled the death of Anrico 
Tomago and Jacob Maraldo at the same hotel 
last April. The men, just arrived from Italy, 
were found unconscious in a. room near that 
occupied by Stevens. They died soon aft- 
erward at the hospital. Relatives declared 
the newcomers had $1,000 when they entered 
the hotel. But in their case the coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of accidental death. 


Alleges Loss of $105. 

Stevens was found unconscious in his room 
at the hotel last Monday. Heis at the Passa- 
vant hospital, and when told he had slight 
chances of recovery, he sent for Police In- 
spector Campbell. 

“I've been robbed,” said Stevens. “I 
turned the gas out before I went tosleep, but 


money—$106—gone. I lost my watch, too.’ 

Detectives discovered a young woman em- 
ployed in the hotel had been seen leaving 
Stevens’ room two hours before a bellboy 
found the guest overcome by gas. 

Several of Ozello’s employés were taken to 
the station and their stories, the police say, 
differ greatly from those of Ozello. The in- 
spector was convinced that the hotel propri- 
etor knew more than he willing to tell 
and because of this he was sent to a cell last 
night, although his friends endeavored to 
secure his release on bonds. . 

Evidence Is Circumstantial. 

Inspector Campbell says the evidence his 
officers have collected against Ozello is purely 
circumstantial, but so strong that he was 
obliged to hold Ozello on a charge of larceny. 

Ozello, who has been in the hotel business 
for the last ten years, said he will have no 
difficulty in proving his innocence. 

“1 do not know anything about this mat- 
ter,” he said. ‘ Despite the fact.that my 
employ és have exonerated me by their stories 
the police have aceused me of having some 
knowledge of the affair.”

Not Bound to Preserve Sovereignty. 
“Not at all. By the treaty of 1846 the 


» United States guarantees the neutrality of 


the isthmus and the sovereignty and prop- 
erty of New Granada over that territory, but 
the minister of New Granada, Garrido, on’* 
June 29, 1866, informed our minister. that 
this was only to guarantee them against 
foreign nations and gave us no right fo inter- 
meddle with domestic strife or struggles. Our 
only duty was to keep open the free transit 
from one sea to the other. Minister Burton, 
our representative, agreed to this Oct. 8, 
1866. On April 29, 1865, Secretary Seward 
telegraphed: 

“* We guarantee international neutrality, 
not intervention with loca! strife.’ 

“The attorney general gave an opinion 
Nov. 10, 1865, that our guarantee of sov- 
ereignty to New Granada only meant a’ 
guarantee against foreign powers and did 
not give us the right to take one side or the 
other in strife between New Granada and its 
own citizens. at would destroy its inde- 
pendence. We were simply bound to keep 
transit open.’’ 

“Is it true, as President Marroquin states, 
that we have ignored the Hurlbut treaty?” 


El No Hurlbut Treaty. 

“ No,” said Mr, Hitt. “ There is and there 
was no Hurlbut treaty. There was a long 
negotiation by Gen. Hurlbut, our minister, 
with the government at Bogota. He made 
a draft in 1870 which they would not eccept, 
and they made a draft which he would not 
agree to, and the negotiations continued 
until 1873. No treaty was perfected by sig- 
nature and ratification, but the whole'thing 
fell through. It is astonishing that an in- 
telligent man like Marroquin would publish

The aim of our government 
and the whole American people is to have 
the canal, which is of great benefit, we bs- 
lieve, to our country, but of enormous benefit 
to Colombia, and especially to Panama, and 
generally to all the world.

WHY NOT ARBITRATE? 

Some there be who disingenuously confuse 
a demand for arbitration with a concession 
to disorder. The confusion is wrought in 
order to bring into principle 
of arbitration—and, consequ 
tify the position of those who would say, 
“ We have nothing to arbitrate.” 

Arbitration and concession to disorder are 
separate things. We hope for the first; we 


cannot countenance the second for an in- 


stant. Where there is disorder, material- 
ized or threatened, the police should gather, 
and they should put it down. Whether dis- 
orderly persons sympathize with the strike 
or not is as much beside the case as whether 
they are blondes or brunettes. The case 
against them is that they have violated ordi- 


hmances or laws against disorder, and in 


consequence must suffer the legal penalty 
for their offenses. No matter what else, 
order must be preserved in the streets of 
Chicago. 

So much for the case of disorderly citi- 
gens versus the city of Chicago and the 
state of Illinois, Now for the separate case 
of striker vs. company. The strikers 


say they have grievances. They say they 
are entitled to higher pay. They say that, 


owing to the method of routing cars, they 
frequently are compelled to put injas much 


as fifteen or seventeen hours in order to. 


earn ten hours’ pay. They say that they 
do not want to interfere with the company’s 
right @o discharge or employ, but that they 
do want to protect their union against being 
insidiously disintegrated by the company.

At the request of the reputable fire insur 
ance companies of this country Senator 
Dryden has introduced a bill aimed at the 
disreputable concerns in the insurance bus- 
iness, There is a law forbidding the use of 
the mails for the transmission of lottery 
matter. 
bill is te widen the scope of the law so as to 
make it applicable to letters, postal cards, 
circulars, pamphlets, and other publications 
concerning any business of and contracts 


ritory by concerns or persons not authorized 
to transact such business in the state from 
which they are transmitted, 

The insurance companies which are ask- 
ing for this legislation say that the public 
loses. more through the irresponsible con- 
cerns,.of which there are so many, than 
throngh any other form of fraud. That may 


| be an- exaggeration, but it -is certain that 


property owners pay out large sums an- 
nually for worthless insurance. It may be 
said that they ought to be more careful and 
investigate the standing of a company be- 


fore they pay it a premium, and should not 


bite eagerly at the bait of extremely low 
rates. Men ought to know that extremely 
cheap insurance is untrustworthy insurance, 
but men are not always so wise as they 


should be, and it is necessary to have laws 
to protect them against seductive forms of 
fraud.

JHE SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 

A Chicago delegate to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor offered a resolution to the 
effect that tts constitution be so amended as 


it shal] sigu an agreement which shall pre- 
veut a sympathetic strike. The committee 
to which it was referred reported unfavor- 
ably and the conyention has concurred iu 
the report. | : 

The sympathetic strike is an intolerable 
nuisance. If it were to be a common affair 
it would put an end to most agreements be- 
tween employer and employés. The em- 
ployer would have no guarantee against the 
sudden stoppage of his ‘business by reason 
of a dispute between some other employer 
and his men in which he personally had no 
concern, and which he could not settle no 
matter how much he'might wish todoso, A 
sympathetic strike punishes the innocent 
for the sins of the guilty. If the union men 
on the north and west side street car lines 
were to quit work, north and west siders, 
who have nothing to do with the south side 
trouble, would be the victims. ~ 

The action of the Federation of Labor 
will not put an end to the indefensible sym- 
pathetic strike, but will have a tendency to 
discourage it. Indeed, the older and wiser 
unions,. which have the more conservative 
and intelligent leaders, are growing more 
and more averse to showing sympathy by 
throwing down their tools. They show it by 
contributing money for the relief of strikers. 
That is practical aid, which the sympathetic 
strike is not. The hotheads and extremists 
‘may continne to extol its virtues as a 
weapon in labor conflicts, but it will grad- 
ually lapse into “ innocuous desuetude.” 


The fire insurance com- 
Fire Losses panies had a comparativeiy 
¢m 1908, comfortable time of it dur- 
| ing last month. The Oc- 
tober losses for the United States and Can- 
ada were $10,400,800, as. compared with 
$9,593,300 in 1902 and $14,749,900 in 1901. Of 
the month's totals, $8,565,766 are to be cred- 
‘ited to the United States. Ascompared with 
this total. the showing for November, and 
only about half the month has passed, is not 
encouraging. for the total] losses for the first 
seventeen days are $7,804,661. To this 
amount two:fires alone, at Coney Island and 
Troy, N. Y., contributed $2,500,000. It is in 
order now to expect heavy losses up to the 
close of the year. The cold snap has come 
earlier, more suddenly and more severely 
than usual, and as usual there will be an 
overheating of stoves and furnaces with the 
custumary destructive results where flues are 
defective, The total fire losses for 1908 to 
date are about $120,000,000, as conmypared with 
about $150,000,000 for all of last year. It is 
likely that the losses this year will consider- 
ably exceed those of last year and nearly 
approximate. those of 1901.

in the possession of an ex-footman, but who 
now bears a title of nobility obtained by the 
judicious expenditure of money. He was tn 
the service of the late Countess Zucchini, 
who died a few years ago at Florence, be- 
queathing to him her entire fortune, amount- 
ing to several million francs, after having 
raised him from the servants’ hall to the 


agement of her property. 

The countess was the last descendant of 
Dante, the immortal] poet of the “ Inferno,” 
who, like herself, was a member of the 
Alighieri family. Marrying young a Count 
Zucchini, she left him after a few years, 
ard thenceforth abandoned herself to all 
kinds of eccentricities, despising eti 
convention, and formality. Several times the 
relatives of her mother and of her husband 
endeavored to have her put under restraint. 
But the courts invariably decided in her 
favor, declaring that while she was odd she 
was quite keen. witted enough to manage her 
own affairs, — 

Tt had been hoped’that she would bequeath 
the’ mumerous relics of Dante which she 
had inherited. as the last of the house of 
Alighiert, to some of the museums or ptiblic 
institutions, either of Florence or of Rome.

Sentiment at Madison Is Said to Be 
Almost at the Point of Severing 


Northwest Team Because of Its 


of Irresponsible Students.” 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 18—[Special.]—Stu- 
‘dent sentiment at Madison favoring the 
dropping of Minnesota from the football 
schedule next year is growing stronger every 
day, and tonight it is rumored that the ad- 
visability of ‘‘ cutting out’ the Gophers was 
informally discussed. at a meeting of the 
athietic board. No action was taken or will 
be taken unless the Minnesota authorities 
persist in playing dirty. football, which they 
have used against Wisconsin in the past, and 
which every one here believes they used 
against Michigan. 

While at present Wisconsin is under con- 
tract to play two more games with the Min- 
nesotans, unsportemaniike conduct on their 
part will be sufficient ground for a breach, 
and should Williams’ men play a siugging 
game here Thanksgiving day they may be 
dropped from the sehedule next. year and 
this, together with the present refusal of 
Chicago to play them and probable action 
line, should 
bring them to time.. It is da majority of 
the athletic board favors severing atiietic 
relations with the Gophers should they play 
the game here that they did against Michi- 
gan, and it is certainiy clear that all mem- 
bers of the foothail team favor dropping 
Minnesota if Williams’ men do not play a 
cl game. 

Sentiment Against Minnesota.

FORMER CONTROLLER CONSIDERS 
LAMBERT IDEA IMPRACTICABLE. 


Unusual Demand for United States 
Bonds to Seeure Circulating Notes 
of Banks Would Advance Prices to 
Prohibition Point ~— Impossible to 
Make Currency Elastic by Simply 
Increasing Its Quantity—Process of 
Redemption inadequate. 


The visit of a Chicagoan to 


Washington . 
for the purpose of laying before congress a 


plan for increasing the country’s currency to 
the extent of $500,000,000 by amending the 
national banking act so as to compel banks 
of that character to take out in actual circu- 
lation not less than eight-tenths of its actual 
capital stock, and empowering the secretary 
of the treasury to deposit with national banks 
all revenues over and above a fair working 
balance, does not meet with entire indorse- 
ment at the hands of Chicago financiers. 
John Lambert, formerly of the American 
Steel and Wire company, is the author of the 
plan thus briefly outlined, and is already on 
the way to Washington with the details in 
his gripsack. E. 8. Lacey, former controller 
of the currency and now president of the 
Bankers’ National bank of this city, a man 


who has for years made the currency require- 


ments of the country a matter of close study, 
and who is therefore more than ordinarily 
well equipped to discuss the subject intelli- 
gently, said yesterday: 

** The legislation favored by Mr. John Lam- 
bert, as set forth In the papers, if adopted 
would make it obligatory upon the national 
banks to purchase immediately $300,000,000 
of United States bonds and deposit them with 
the treasurer of the United States to secure 
circulating notes of like amount. There are 
several serious objections to this plan: 
“In the first place, there is only a limited 
amount of United States bonds on the mar- 
‘ket, and it would be well nigh impossible to 
purchase one-third of the amount named at 
any price. 

** Second, the mere probability of the pas- 
sage of such an act would advance the price 
of United States bonds to such an extent as 
to make the issue of circulating notes thus 
secured result in a serious loss to the banks. 


Effect on Bank Notes. 

“ Third, the enforced issue of circulating 
notes at a loss, if persisted in, would undoubt- 
edly lead to the withdrawal of banks from 
the national system, and eventuate in the 
curtailment of our present volume of bank 
notes. 

“ Fourth, the issue of an additional $300,- 
000,000 of bank notes in the manner proposed 
would cause inflation and end in greatly ag- 
gravating the financial ills that now af- 
flict us, 

“Our system of currency is not the best 
that can be devised, but it is far from being 
the worst. It lacks chiefly in the quality of 
elasticity. We cannot make it more elastic 
by increasing its quantity only. Any rapid 
or marked increase in its volume will lead to 
inflation and disaster unless a more com- 
plete and active system of redemption is 
provided. 

“In my opinion too much attention has 
been paid to new methods of issue and too 
little to increased facilities for redemption. 
It is not certain that our present volume of 
circulation is, on the whole, insufficient, but 
it is capable of demonstration that our pres- 


ent methods of redemption are ridiculously 


inadequate. 

‘“‘In my opinion we should begin our cur- 
rency reforms by evolving a pian that will 
retire bank notes when redundant, as they 
always are in the spring months, and thus 
make practicable an increase in volume dur- 
ing the autumn when the supply is usually 
insufficient. To this end let us increase the 
issue of notes to $106 upon each $100 of bonds 
pledged for their redemption, increase the 
redemption fupd held by the United States 


‘treasury to 10 per cent of the note issue, and 


provide for the redemption of bank notes at 
the United States subtreasuries in New York, 
Chicago, and St. Louis. To these might be 
added from time to time other reserve cities 
if, after due trial, such a course was found 
necessary. 

“In dealing with the currency of a great 
commercial nation no rash innovations 


should be tolerated. All changes should be. 


conservative and tentative. Whenever we 
have properly solved the problem of bank 
note redemption we oan safely consider 
means to gradually increase the issue if it 
shall then appear that the present volume is 
inadequate. 

“Mr. Lambert’s proposition, so far as it 
provides for the deposit of public funds in 
the banks upon the security of bonds other 
than those of the United States, is worthy of 
serious consideration, and some provision of 
that kind should be enacted by the present 
congress.” 

Bills on Currency Legislation. 

On the subject of a currency commission 
the Wall Street Journal says: 

“The decision not to enter upon radicai 
currency legislation this winter has been 
generally accepted as wise under prevailing 
conditions. But this is no reason why the 
subject should be dropped altogether. On the 
contrary, preparations should be made to 
take up the question later, and this prepera- 
tion, we think, might properly take the form 
of a commission, composed in part of mem- 
bers of congress and in part of outside ex- 
perts appointed by the president, this com- 
mission to investigate the whole subject. 
gather all possible information, obtain views 
from evefy interest involed, and then en- 
deavor to draft a bill, sound in principle, and 
calculated to meet the needs of business in 
this country.”
